The unexpectedly tremendous vote 
rolled up for Harry S. Truman in the 
United States presidential election prob- 
ably boils down to the fact that at least 
19 million Americans preferred a genial 
and familiar mediocrity to_a personally 
aloof and unfamiliar efficiency expert.

Americans had already indicated that the 
choice between the two candidates was 
not regarded as being an altogether happy 
one, Yet this unease about the party 
choices, which normally would have re- 
sulted in a small vote, was vigorously de- 
nied in the fact that the popular vote was 
some four million above any presidential 
ballot hitherto cast. 

The factors involved in the huge vote 
accorded Mr. Truman are too multitudin- 
ous and complex for quick analysis.
